One staff attorney is assist­ 
ing youths at a job corp train­ 
ing center in their effort to es­ 
tablish self-discipline, and to 
acquire a better understanding 


of the framework of rights and 
responsibilities under the law. 


The progiam is also work­ 
ing with a group of citizens in 
the establishment of an organi­ 
zation to assist senior citizens 
in obtaining employment, rec­ 
reation and other social op­ 
portunities and benefits. 


Oiher senior citizens receiv­ 
ing legal assistance have in­ 
cluded persons wTio could not 
qualify for a homestead tax 
o emption on real property be­ 
cause of questionable title. 


To date, more than 662 ap­ 
plications for assistance have 
been rccei\ed by the program. 
Of these, 432 resulted in the 
giving of legal advice and rep­ 
resentation, and 125 resulted in 
the giving of just legal advice. 
Of the remaining applications 
48 represented financially in­ 
eligible per.sons, 25 represented 
fee generating cases 
and 32 
presented no legal problem.

Russia's Role 


Russia’s role in the Near East crisis that flared 
into war this week is a difficult one. She set herself 
up as a friend of the Arab nations in their hostility 
toward Israel, but our diplomats said that slie didn’t 
really want war and when it came it became clear tiiat 
she did not. 


She joined the unanimous United Nations Security 
Council action calling: for an immediate cease fire. Tliere 
were no conditions in the call and the Arab nations re­ 
garded the Council action as a sellout of their interests 
because the Israelis had already shot up tlieir armed 
forces, grabbed a big iiunk of Egypt and won tlie two 
day old war. 


If the cease-fire were to let the Israelis keep an> 
of their spoils the Arabs would have suffered another 
disaster. They wanted the U. N. to brand Israel the ag­ 
gressor in the war and to punish her.

It’s not clear who fired the first shots in the wai 
and it’s not gi'eatly important in any deteniiination o1 
responsibility for the conflict, anyway. It was Nas- 
.ser’s war. When lie asked the United Nations to re- 
tnove the U. N. troops which had been occupyinjr the 
fegyptian border with Israel for 10 years since the Suez 
War, he set the stage for the fighting. 


Tlien he moved in large amied forces and talked 
about destroying Israel. He encouraged the other neigli- 
|)oring Arab nations to belligerency. He had years ago 
idenied Israeli ships use of the Suez Canal. Now he 
closed the Gulf of Aqaba to her shipping. The U. N. 
dawdled on the issue. 


Israel was surrounded by Arab hostility. When the 
shooting started she was mobilized and she stnick out 
Jiai'd at her enemies. Nasser’s bluster was riddled. On 
:the third day the Gulf of Aqaba \vas open again be­ 
cause the Israelis held the heights at the entry. Tliey 
occupied Arab land from tlie Jordan to the Suez Canal.

The Russians didn’t buy the Arab big lie about 
British and American warplanes helping the Israelis 
jdefeat the Arabs. No Russian (government controlled) 
newspaper mentioned it. For the Russians to have sup­ 
ported such a lie, repeated for a world audience by the 
Arab states in tlie United Nations, would have put 
ihe Soviets on call for Arab demands that they give 
armed backing in the war the way that Britain and the 
JJ. S. were alleged to have done. She didn’t want any 
of that. 


She did call Israel the aggi’essor in the war and 
she will lead action to help her Arab fnends in this 
dirty label effort and she also moved to salvage as much 
of the Amb arms and occupation as was possible by 
demanding an immediate cease-fii*e. It was too late to 
salvage any Arab prestige. 


Israel did not close the Gulf of Aqaba. Israel did 
not surround the Arab nations with aimed forces. In 
any assessment of the provocation, these actions were 
basic. When the U. N. failed to act resolutely on the 
blockade of Aoaba* Israel confronted the world with an 
accomplished fact of Eg>T>t’s defeat and Aqaba’s open­ 
ing.

It was much easier for Israel to win the war than 
It will be for her to win the peace. Somehow it must be 
made possible for the Levant to live in peace. Israel 
must 1^ accepted by the Arab world and not continue 
to sputter like a fuse for World W^ar III. 


’The blitz of this week has shown the United Nat­ 
ions to be a court for adversaries w^ho aren’t all truth­ 
ful, much less diplomatic, but it has also revived lagging 
hopes that the U. N. does have a viable role in peac^ 
keeping. While doing nothing effective in a crisis, it 
provided the agency to call for the cease-fire. 


The war has deepened enmity in the Near East, 
If that's possible. It has provided a solution by the 
sword, and that's self-defeating. Hopefully it is not 
going to involve the great nations, but unless they 
participate in peacekeeping it isn’t apt to be effective.

MENOMINEE <AP* — The 
question of whether newspaper 
reporters can attend negotiating 
sessions w here taxpayers’ mon­ 
ey is 
concerned has 
stalled 
wage talks on two fronts in 
Menominee. 


When, where and by whom 
the question wiU be answered 
appears to be as much a prob­ 
lem as the question itself. 


Negotiations 
between 
the 
Menominee Board of Education 
and the rep res^tativ es of the 
Menominee City District of the 
Michigan Education Association 
started and ended on the sam e 
M arch nlSht. Newsmen w ere in 
attendance and the MBA nego­ 
tiators refused to negotiate. 


The sem e thing happened last 
month 
when 
the Menominee 
City Council, in a meeting of the 
whole, m at with Jam es Constan- 
tini, representing city sti-eet, wa­ 
ter and sew «' employes. 
The 
press was present and Constan- 
tini and his group walked out. 


Agreed To Newsmen 


The city’s case Is slightly dif­ 
ferent than that of the school 
board. Constantin!, representing 
the American 
Federation 
of 
School, County and Municipal 
Employes. AFL-CIO. earlier had 
agreed to have newsmen pxesent 
at the meetings. 


Later, however, he notified 
M «iominee Mayor John Reindl 
that he had changed his mind. 
In last m onth’s meeting Con- 
stantini, a former state repre­ 
sentative, said he *'had nothing 
again.st newsmen” but “news 
people get carried away and 
sonietimes 
m isrepresent 
the 
facts.” 


Constantini said that as far as 
he was personally concerned the 
press could attend. But, he add­ 
ed. that since he represents 
labor, and labor does not w ant 
the press present, he would not 
negotiate with newsmen in the 
room. 


Carried Away 


“ Sometimes the union 
gets 
carried 
away 
and sometimes 
m anagement 
gets 
carried 
away,” Constantini explained, 
“ and this makes for m isrepre- 
.sentation by the ijress.’’ 


After a sometimes heated de­ 
bate with Reindl and City A ttor­ 
ney Kenneth Doyle, Constantini 
aslted for a vote of the council 
on the m atter. The council, with 
the exception of one m em ber, 
wanted the p r^ s to stay. T hat’s 
when Constantini and his dele> 
gales walked out. 


In the school board’s case, ne- 
gotiatoi-s for the MEA stated 
from the outset that they would 
not 
negotiate 
with 
newsmen 
pre.sent. 
Tiie 
school 
board’s 
titand is that its negotiator will 
meet with or without newsmen 
but that it will not be a p art 
to excluding the press. 


E xchanse Notes 


Since March the school board 
and the MEA have exchanged 
correspondence several tiines, 
both .suggesting meeting dates 
but at the same time repeating 
their stands on the press issue. 
Neither side has budged from its 
original position and none of the 
liroposed 
negotiating 
sessions 
have materialized. 


In the interim, the board re­ 
leased the contents of the M EA's 
pi-oposed contiact and it was 
published both in The Menomi­ 
nee Herald-Leader and the M ar­ 
inette 
<Wis. » 
Eagle-Star. 
Re­ 
porters from both newspaper» 
attended each boiii-d meeting. 


Shortly after that the MEA 
filed a 10 - count unfair labor 
practices 
charge against 
tiie 
board. It included a charge that 


nc^'smen were “ agents ” of tlie 
board. 
It 
further 
states 
the 
board “through continuing issu­ 
ance of Inflammatory, coercive, 
intimidating, misleading and in­ 
accurate releases to the press,” 
has created an atmosfdiere in 
the community which severely 
prejudices meaningful 
negotia­ 
tions if the press is allowed to 
attend. 


Charges Filed 


The charges were filed with 
the State Labor Mediation Board 
May 12 but no date has been 
set for a hearing. 


Clouding the issue is a school 
board policy that says newsmen 
shall be allowed at every meet­ 
ing with the exception of discus- 
si(ms of individuals or land ac­ 
quisition. This policy was wiit- 
ten in 1965 as a condition of 
employment when 
the 
board 
h ir ^ its superintendent, 
Dr. 
Robrt R. Freem an. 


The board has verbally ex- 
tended its policy even more and 
allows newsmen to attend meet­ 
ings where individuals and land 
acquisition are discussed provid­ 
ing reporters use the informa­ 
tion only for background ma­ 
terial when the story is made 
public.

Wittiest Woman 
Of 1920s Dies 


NEW YORK (AP) _ Dorothy 
Parker, the short story writer 
and poet whose reputation for 
the sharp retoi’t made her a leg­ 
end, is dead at 73. 


She died Wednesday in her 
M anhattan hotel room. She had 
been in frail health in recent 
yeai-s and her death was attri­ 
buted to natural causes. There 
•re no survivors. 


Considei-ed 
in 
tlie 
nineteen 
twenties and thirties as the wit­ 
tiest woman of her time. Miss 
Parker’s short poems and cock­ 
tail party rem arks were widely 
quoted 
throughout 
the world. 
Her bon mots outstripped the 
fame of her own writing, which 
critics have rated among the 
best of American shoi’t story 
writers. 


She was best known as 
a 
member of the “ vicious cii'cle,” 
a group of New Yorkers of the 
nineteen twenties and tliirties 
who m et almost every day for 
long lunches at the “round ta­ 
ble” of the Algonquin Hotel. 
Others were Robert Benchley, 
Robert Sherwood, Franklin P. 
Adams, Heywood Broun, Tallu­ 
lah Bankhead and Alexander 
Woolcott. 


From these parties emerged 
almost daily bulletins of the lat­ 
est P arker wisecracks. In later 
life Miss Parker claimed that 
many were fabrications, but the 
itories persist to this day. 


One such: at one party a man 
followed her around all evening, 
waiting for her to say something 
memorable. 
He finally apolo­ 
gized, 
saying: 
“I’m 
sorry, 
you’re not at all the way I 
thought you’d be.*’ 


“That’s

Miss Parker. “ But do me one 
favor.

On another occasion when a

IGNACE — Proof that 
Monday holidays would be a 
great boon to Michigan tourism 
was evident in the 1967 Mem­ 
orial 
Day 
Mackinac 
Bridge 
traffic. There were 3.800 vehi­ 
cles less than the three day 
holiday weekend in 1966 and 
1,500 under 1965 which was al­ 
so a three day weekend holi­ 
day, according to Prentiss M. 
Brown, Bridge Authority chair­ 
man, in his monthly report of 
bridge traffic and revenues. 


“May traffic was actually 
running ahead of a year ago 
until the holiday weekend,” 
said Brown, “but with Memor­ 
ial Day being celebrated on 
Tuesday instead of Monday as 
it has been for the past two 
years, thousands of persons ap­ 
parently decided not to visit 
the Upper Peninsula.” 


When Memorial Day was ob­ 
served in the weekend in 1958 
the bridge was crossed by 32.- 
000 vehicles. 
In 1960 it was 
observed on a Monday 
and 
25,000 vehicles crossed. When 
it was observed on a Tuesday 
in 1961 the count fell to 19,- 
OCO and rose to 29,700 again 
when it was observed on a 
Monday in 1965 and to 32,000 
when it was observed on a 
Monday in 1966. 


“Weather may affect bridge 


traffic in the course of a sum­ 
mer, but apparently has little 
influence on plans for a par­ 
ticular holiday,” said Brown. 
“Last year there was snow in 
the Straits area during the 
Memorial Day weekend yet a 
new record was set for bridge 
crossing on that holiday pe­ 
riod.

White Pine 
Gas Service 
Perntit Asked 


An application to serve the 
White Pine Copper Co. refin­ 
ing plant on the Upper Pen­ 
insula has been filed by the 
Northern Natural Gas Co. with 
the Federal Power Commission 
in Washington. The plant is in 
Ontonagon County. 


Northern is hopeful that its 
plan to serve the White Pine 
facilities will be approved by 
the FPC in time for pipeline 
construction this summer. The 
project calls for the laying of 
almost 11 >3 miles of pipe, eight 
and 10 inches in diameter. Es­ 
timated cost is $1.1 nullion. 


White Pine will use the 
natural gas for processing the 
copper and heating. 


The 
pipeline 
will 
extend 
north from Northern Natural’s 
line that serves the Upper 
Peninsula and northern Wis­ 
consin. This line extends from 
Carlton, Minnesota to Mar­ 
quette, 
Michigan, 
and

completed in the spring of 
1966.
